The education of men and women 
from the farms, inspiring them to 
greater achiev ements to the end that 
Indiana may become more than ev er 
an agricultural and liv e stock state— 
this will be the dominating note of the 
Indiana State Fair, which opens for 
the 61st ex position on Sept. 7.

In the last four y ears 59 2,479 
people hav e attended the fair to obtain 
the inspiration and enjoy ment which it 
offers, and in that time, in addition to 
the instruction giv en, the fair has in­ 
cited farmers and breeders to greater 
efforts by distributing $19 4,9 19 .88 in 
premiums among them. 


Some Educational Feature«. 
The coming fair will be chiefly noted 
as a source of instruction and inspira­ 
tion to those who would accomplish 
more for themselv es along agricultur­ 
al, liv estock and allied lines. 
The 
fair will not only rev eal what indiv id­ 
ual farmers and breeders are doing, 
but will hav e a pronounced flav or of 
these later day s by the greatest show 
of automobiles that has ev er been 
held In Indiana. In addition to what 
the fair itself has to offer, the State of 
Indiana will, through four of its de­ 
partments, hav e ex tensiv e educational 
ex hibits—in forestry dev elopment and 
preserv ation, in fire prev ention, in 
farm ety mology , in safe-guarding the 
public from dishonest drugs, adulter­ 
ated foods, short weight and meas­ 
ures. To make the educational work 
still more v aluable and far reaching, 
practically the whole force of ex perts 
from Purdue Univ ersity will spend the 
week at the fair, helping farm people 
In the solution of their home problems. 
As an incentiv e to the farmers and 
liv e stock men to send their best pro­ 
ducts to the fair, that other farmers 
may see and compare with their own 
best y ields, $71,601 is offered in pre­ 
miums. 
In the speed department, in 
which the dev elopment of Indiana 
trotters and pacers is the leading fac­ 
tor, the purses amount to $30,000, and 
in the show horse div ision the prizes 
are $12,339 , ov er $4,000 going to draft 
horses, nearly $5,000 to show horses, 
including about $2,000 for the saddle 
classes. 


Great Live Stock 8 hows. 
The Indiana Fair measures up with 
the great liv e stock shows of the con­ 
tinent in its cattle, the premiums in 
this department reaching $12,849 , of 
which $6,360 goes to beef cattle, $4,9 46 
to the dairy breeds and the remainder 
in special awards. 
The sheep show will be the most 
pretentious the fair has ev er had, of­ 
fering $3,218 in premiums, and with 
a wool ex hibit as one of its new and 
best features. 
The fair’s big swine pens hav e been 
greatly improv ed this summer by ce­ 
ment floors. 
The prizes amount to 
$4,200, again assuring that the fair 
will hav e a fine ex hibit of swine. 
One of the great poultry shows of 
the country is giv en at the Indiana 
Fair, the prizes, which will bring out 
a rich ex hibition of pure bred birds, 
amounting to $2,19 0. 
The corn show, the display s of 
g ra ins, seeds, v eg eta bles a nd ro o t 
cro ps fro m Ho o sier so il, will a g a in be 
a no ta ble o ne, the prizes a mo unting to 
$1 ,7 62. 
In the depa rtment o f ho rticulture, 
with shows of fruits, pla nts a nd flow­ 
ers, bees and honey , a s well a s ta ble 
lux uries, the coming fair will ha v e dis­ 
play s of uncommon interest, the de­ 
partment prizes amounting to $2,876. 
In fine arts, where Indiana women 
show their skill along many lines, 
bringing out in rich array the best 
needlewTork, pictures and craftsman­ 
ship, the awards will reach $1,702.

Combined with the educational feat­ 
ures of the fair and automobile show, 
the fair will offer a gala list of special

moral resu lts of the “Honor” sy stem 
—keeping ou r word. 
“1 hav e liv ed this honor 
sy stem 
good road camp life for 
nearly 
a 
month and a half to date and that six 


w eeks of “honor” sy stem h a s done 
more for me in a reformatory way 
than has nearly twenty y ears of con­ 
finement in the penal and reforma­ 
tory institu tions 
formerly 
accom­ 
plished. 
It all seems like an Arabian 
nights dream sometimes. 
“ Ev er since 1 was 13 y ears old, 1, 
like th ou s a nd s of other hu man fail­ 
u res, hav e been going throu gh the 
old dishonor sy stem, the police stat­ 
ion, cou nty jails, work hou ses, re­ 
formatory and 
the 
penitentiaries. 
And if I wou ld hav e been giv en the 
same chance to brace u p and he a 
man when I was a boy , the state 
wou ld hav e sav ed thou sands of dol­ 
lars and I wou ld hav e been a u sefu l 
citizen now. 
That’s what the state 
is doing now u nder 
the 
“honor” 
sy stem. The state is not only bu ild­ 
ing good roads, hu t it is also bu ild­ 
ing good men. 
“I wish that 1 was w ecjhy enou gh 
to pay the ex penses of ten repu table 
citizens of ev ery cou nty in the state 
of Illinois that they might come to 
Camp Allen and see for themselv es 
the grand work which has been in­ 
au gu rated by Gov ernor Du nne and 
Warden Allen of the Illinois State 
Penitentiary . 
“Warden Allen’s practical ideas 
abou t prison reform 
will 
reclaim 
more u nfortu nates in a single y ear 
than what the old sy stem reclaimed 
in 20 y ears. 
“We work pretty hard, bu t it is a 
million times better than being con­ 
fined in any prison. 
The 
health- 
giv ing, fresh cou ntry air, the body ­ 
bu ilding wholesome food, and, abov e 
oil, the hu mane treatment accorded 
to u s—they all appeal to the best 
there is in a man and he acts accord- 
ingly , 
“Personally , I hav e nev er before 
had su ch a sincere desire to be a real 
man as I hav e now. 
And 
as 
for 
ru nning away —well, life is a v ery 
sweet thing. It’s a man’s most v alu - 
giv e my life u p than take adv antage 
able possession. 
Bu t 1 wou ld rather 
of the confidence which has been re­ 
posed in me. 
That’s the way all of 
the “honor” men feel abou t it. 
“I cou ld fill ou t sev eral more pages 
abou t the “honor” sy stem, bu t 1 can 
su m it all u p in two words—It’s all- 
right. 
And I predict that within the
